On the platform with the speakers 
were R. H. Rycroft, J. E. Thomson, 
and J. P. McIsaac. 

Mr. Rycroft of Teepee Creek, presi- 
dent of the Grande Prairie Provincial 
Constituency Liberal Association, who 
was in the chair, said that he was 
sure the audience would be glad to 
hear tidings from the outside. Many, 
he’ said, laid all their grievances at 
the doors of the banks. Personally, 
he had no quarrel with the banks. 
Transportation and tariffs were men- 
tioned by the chairman as some of the 
many problems confronting the Cana- 
dian people. 

J. P. McIsaac was then called upon 
to introduce the speakers, which he 
did in a few well-chosen words, 

Hon. Charles Stewart, member for 
West Edmonton and ex-Minister of 
the Interior, Mr. McIsaac said, had 
filled his various positions with credit 
to himself and to the country. 

Mr. Giroux was referred to as a 
man who works tur what he wants 
and usually gets it. 

Referring to Mr. Howson, Mr. Mc- 
Isaac said that he was one of the 
most prominent Jawyers in the prov- 
ince and one of the ablest debaters in 
the house.

L. A. Giroux, whose voicg had 
played out on the trip, and who, 
therefore, spoke very briefly, observed 
that in travelling through his constitu- 
ency said he thought it would be a 
good idea to take along the coming 
prime minister of the province, re- 
ferring to Mr. Howson, and an ex- 
prime minister. “In this crisis,” said 
the member for Grouard, “we ought 
to seriously consider the problems 
confrontine us.” 

Transportation and the connecting 
up of the telephone with Edmonton 
were two of the major problems of the 
north country mentioned by the 
speaker. He criticized the govern- 
ment for not connecting the system 
here with that of the other parts of 
the province, pointing out that money 
was found to connect up with the 
trans-Canada system, but the govern- 
ment could not find the money to hook 
up the Peace River with the outside. 

Mr. Giroux also criticized the 
present system of relief, which, he 
said, was making paupers out of those 
who were forced to receive it.

Ends Life 
With Rifle 


Andrew Tverberg, a young home- 
steader living northwest of Demmitt, 
took his own life with a rifle some 
days prior to Sunday last, when the 
gruesome discovery was made, 

Some neighbors visited the home- 
stead and there was no one about. 
Finding the doors and windows 
barred, they notified Corporal Martin 
of the R.C.M.P. at Hythe, who imme- 
diately left for the scene, Entrance 
was forced and the body was found 
lying on the bed. 

From appearances the unfortunate 
young man had at some time previous 
to the tragedy been reading a Bible 
which was lying open on a kitchen 
chair beside his bed. 

He apparently retired after writing 
« short note asking that the affair 
should not be blamed on anyone else, 
as he alone was responsible. The 
rifle was still in his hands and the 
bullet had blown his head to pieces. 
The note wak not dated. However, 
some days must have passed, as the 
body was in a bad state of decom- 
position, 

After a most careful viewing by the 
coroner and police, it was decided that 
the shot was self-inflicted, 

Tverberg’s family live in Minnesota, 
with whom the police are in com- 
munication, awaiting orders as to the 
disposition of the body. 

No motive is assigned for the deed.

the younger generation to take an in- 
terest in public affairs. 

Mr. Howson said that there was no 
election in sight, so far as the pro- 
vincial government was concerned. 

The interest shown at all the meet- 
ings is, said the speaker, an indica- 
tion that the people are not satisfied 
with the manner in which the busi- 
ness of the province is being adminis- 
tered. 

He said that he did not come to 
make a partisan speech, but he did 
come to state the facts as indicated in 
government documents, adding that 
he believed in trusting the people, for 
the reason that if the people had all 
the facts they would be then in a 
position to come to the right conclu- 
sion. 

Mr. Howson then entered into a 
vigorous criticism of the financial 
policy of the government, after charg- 
ing that the present government was 
a one-man government. 

He explained that the mortgage 
debt of the province in 1921 was $57,- 
000,000; in 1931, $133,000,000, on 
which the taxpayer is paying interest. 
This means, said the speaker, that 


the yearly average increase up to the 
end of 1921 was three and a half 
million dollars, and for 1921 to 1931 


has been increased to seven and one- 
half millions. “To the taxpayer, this 
means that in 1921 we were paying 


interest on the mortgage debt of 
$1,800,000. In 1931 we were paying 
$6,800,000 interest. Although the 


mortgage had more than doubled, the 
taxes extracted from the people has) 
also more than doubled.

That, he said, forced literal 
trade stagnation. He pointed out that 
with a lower tariff the Liberals had 
for several years gradually decreased 
the national debt up to the time they 
were defeated and were prepared to 
further reduce the debt. 

He believed that the healthiest form 
of government was that in which the 


basic interests were represented by 
experts in their respective lines and 
not by any one class. 

Referring to trade within the Em- 


pire, Mr. Stewart said that he had it 
on authority of his chieftain that the 
Liberal party of Canada stood for free 
trade within the Empire, reserving 
the right to make an amicable treaty 
with any other country. 

He thought that Mr. Bennett made 
a grevious mistake when he turned 
down the offer of France, which coun- 


try agreed to take 20,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, which might increase to 
50,000,000 bushels annually, for a 
preference in the Canadian market 


for wines and textiles. “I want to say 
this, had the Liberals been in power, 


that offer would have been grabbed 
up.” 
“Mr. Bennett,” said the speaker, “is 


finding out that he cannot trade unless 
he is prepared to buy, with the result: 
More borrowing, increased taxation, 
ever-increasing public debt, trade 
stagnation and increased unemploy- 
ment.” 

In closing Mr. Stewart said that if 
trade was unshackled prosperity 
would gradually return, and if certain 
adjustments were made in our sys- 
tem we will have a little better sys- 
tem than any other.
